We actually should have five, 
but we’ll have to get along 
with four. Reducing the new 
building addition to three 
rooms should be out of the 
question.” 

The Board decided to cut "all 
along the line” to assure get¬ 
ting only the minimum essen¬ 
tials. Besides the building 
plans, the Board voted to re¬ 
duce the budget "wherever 
possible.” 

Among the budget items con¬ 
sidered for reduction were: a 
$2000 allotment for the bus 
service; elimination of the out¬ 
side rental of class-room space 
item and adoption of double 
sessions instead, and postpone¬ 
ment of the current school 
modernization program. 

Mr. Wliite said the Board de¬ 
cided it cannot discontinue the 
essential bus service. It still 
wants to avoid the dreaded 
double sessions and, therefore, 
will go ahead with the pro¬ 
posed rental of outside school 
room space. 

"But we will cut wherever 
else possible,” the Board mem¬ 
ber stated. 

The school plant moderniza¬ 
tion program has been halted. 
Proposed sound-proofing and 
improving the lighting of 
rooms has been postponed. 

Small increment salary raises 
in teachers’ salaries have been 
cut out of the budget, Mr. 
White said. The teachers, how¬ 
ever, still will receive their au¬ 
tomatic increases based on 
their respective salary sched¬ 
ules. 

The City School’s contribu¬ 
tion to the city recreation fund 
will be reduced from $1250 to 
$5000. 

Concerning this reduction, 
Mr. White explained: 

"We are not cutting the city 
recreation fund money because 
of disapproval of the recrea¬ 
tion program. It is being 
slashed only because we are 
faced with an emergency.” 

Mr. White pointed out that 
the school district received ap¬ 
proximately $4000 less than ex¬ 
pected in state funds. This has 
left the entire budget “very 
tight,” he said. 

“The important thing to re¬ 
member is that we must com¬ 
plete the four classrooms, and 
that’s all there Is to it.” 


The slight decrease in fire 
losses for 1949 was a hopeful 
hint that we may do better 
from now on out. 

BUT—during April, 1950, fire 
destroyed an estimated $6,605,- 
000 in property, which is an in¬ 
crease of 11% over April, 1949. 

In Sierra Madre we can still 
boast a little of our good for¬ 
tune and behavior. The con¬ 
stant alertness to the danger of 
fire pays off and therefore it is 
NOT all luck that we hold our 
good record. Residents come in 
for a good share of the praise. 

Cooperation in fire prevention 
means much. Over and over 
again it is repeated. 

It was "way back in 1929” 
when this column was started. 

For many months few knew 
from where it originated. It 
was much fun hearing criti¬ 
cisms and praise. Misleading 
stories about the writer held 
off the suspicions of fellow fire 
fighters. Some openly declared 
that they knew who wrote it 
and would mention the wrong 
one. 

It was a long time before the 
writer was identified by the en¬ 
tire membership of the Fire 
Department. That was more 
than 20 years ago. (Who said 
dat?. Youth remains.) Some¬ 
how, somewhere, one of our 
well-known townsmen, who is 
now in the limelight of the 
public, found out and “gave 
away” the secret. Perhaps he 
did not know how much secrecy 
was desired, so we forgave him. 

But it is with much regret that 
it must be said, “It is not near¬ 
ly as much fun.” 

Bobby Clark had just fin¬ 
ished a Brig’s Special and 
reached for his coat that he 
had hung on the rack. The coat 
was gone.
